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WAKE OF CLOUDBURST 


St. Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth Visited by Ter- 
niffic Cyclone and Cloudburst---One Woman 
Killed and Several Injured---Damage to Crops 

| Estimated at Hundeds of Thousands of 


Dollars. 


St. 
and Minneapolis were last night 
swept by a storm that was almost a 
cloudburst and cyclone in one, ond 
which visited many other points in 
the northwest with at least one known 
fatality. Anna Bolander was instant- 
ly killed by lightning in Duluth, Min- 
nie Taylor, Minneapolis, had her 
spine dislocated and is probably fat- 
ally hurt. 

The injured are: Miss Cora Frank- 
enfield, Minneapolis, collar bone 
broken; EK, J. Harman, Minneapolis, 
leg sprained; Miss Brennan, Minne- 
apolis, shoulder broken; Miss Ella 
Poehler, Minneapolis, artery cut in 
neck; Misa Selma Poehler, collar bone 
broken; Esther Routner, 16 years, St. 
Paul, shocked by live wire; Frank 
Montgomery, East Minneapolis, shoul- 
der dislocated; Peter Jensen, Minne- 
apolis, stunned My lightning; Mrs. 
James MeWaters, Minneapolis, injur- 
ed in explosion caused y storm. 


Damage From Wind and Rain. 

The damage done in the twin cities 
and elsewhere is great; telegraph and 
telephone poles and wires were blown 
down in both cities ,a chureh steeple 
was partly demolished in Minneapolis 
and the smoke stack at an elevator 
company’s plant was blown down. 
Several small fires were started in St. 
Paul, The rainfall in St, Paul am- 
ounted to 1,24 inches in fifty minutes, 
almost the heaviest one on record. 
Practically all wire communication 
was cut off between St. Paul and 
points in Wisconsin aid Minnesota. 
The storm area is believed to be more 
than 150 miles in every direction with 
St. Paul as a centra: point. 


Crops Seriously Injured. 

The damage to the crops is esti- 
mated at thousands of dollars, Wash- 
outs are reported on nearly all rail- 
roads, the Burlington train being stall- 
ed at Prescott, Wis., after having 
been held there all night, Big build- 
ings in Brainerd were inundated and 
great damage from hail reported; 
buildings were unroofed at Stillwater 
and the electric service paralyzed, In 
fifty minutes, between 8.25 and 9.15, 
1,25 inches of rain fell and the total 
precipitation during the night amount- 
ed to 1.88 inches—almost a recerd,

600 "Phones Out of Service. 

The Northwesterdd Telephone com. 
pany reported today that probably five 
hundred telephones were put out of 
business and that several of their 
long distance wires were out of ser- 
vice, the Tri-State Telepkone company 
also suffered severely. The damage 
was principally in the down-town dis- 
trict, outside of this the damage was 
confined to loose shingles and broken 
trees 


Great Northern Service Demoralized. 


Stillwater, Minn,, Aug. 10~—The 
Great Northern train service has 
been demoralized, the Oriefital Lim- 
ited, No, 2, was reported two hours 
late today and No. 4, which waa due 
here at 2.15 yesterday, had not arriv- 
ed yet—being reported two hours late. 


Fatality Due to Storm. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 19—Charles 
Peterson, grocery driver, was killed by 
a special train en route to Minne- 
apolis on Sunday, Peterson was rb- 
turning to the city from a pienie at 
Jordon, when his hat flew out of the 
window of the car, Peterson jumped 
off the train, got his hat and while 
attempting to board the coach was 
thrown under the wheels. Both of his 
legs were severel and his skull badly 
crushed, 


House Blown Down in Appleton, 


Appleton, Wis,, Aug. 19—Buiit on 
the edge of a great ravine and at the 
foot of two streets, which  ineline 
sharply and converge befere it, the 
two-storey residence of John Fourn- 
ette, of this city, was swept from its 
foundation and precipitated — sixty 
feet into the declivity during the 
-oudburst, whieh struck the city. The 
Fournette family were spending the 
night with friends at a cottage on 
Lake Winnebaggo, at the time of the 
aceident. Two feet of water was run- 
ning in the street. 


THE IMMIGRANTS 
A HEALTHY LOT 


Says Dr. Bryce—Newcomers 
Better Than in Former 
Years. 


Ottawa, Aug. 19.—Dr, Bryce, chief 
medical inspector of the immigration 
department, states that the physical 
condition of the immigrants now ar- 
riving in Canada is far better than 
ever before, This is due to the rigid 
immigration act passed a few years 
ago, and to the thorough manner in 
which it is being enforced. The steam- 
ship companies knowing that they 
will have to bear the cost of deport- 
ing, or of treating deseosed  inimi- 
grants, are exercising the greatest 
care at English and continental ports, 
and ate refusing to carry any person 
likely to be rejected on arrivol in 
Canada, While the Quebee quaran- 
tine hospital a few years ago had 
several hundred immigrants under 
treatment, at present with a very 
much larger volume of immigration 
there are only sixty persons in the 
hospital. Dr, Bryce says that the 
majority of cases detained for treat- 
ment or deportation, come from the 
continent, i ) ‘

Kansas After Information. 


At this present time of 
Prof. Ten Eyek, agronomist of the 
Kansas State Experimental — station, 
is in Lethbridge at the direction of 
the Kansas State Legislature, investi- 
gating the reasons for the improve- 
ment of the sample when grown in 
this province, and to report upon the 
feasibility of the importation into 
Kansas by the State of pure and iin- 
proved seed for the Kansas farmers, 
Formerl@ the Kansas farmers main- 
tained the vitality of the Turkey Red 
series by importations from Russia. 
|Now it is found that the Alberta- 
grown seed is superior to the Russias- 
grown. The State Legislature of Kan- 
sas appropriated $5,000 last : 
for the purposes of this investigation. 
Prof. Ten Evyek is negotiating for 2,000 
bushels of Alberta Red to be taken 
from the southern part of the prov- 
ince for immediate shipment to Kan- 
sas for sowing this fall,

determined from the fact that the first 
wheat of this vanietv imported into 
Alberta weighed 56 Ibs, to ihe wea- 
sured bushel, Last year Alberta Red 
went 67 pounds to the bushel at the 
Provincial Seed Pair held in Edmon- 
ton last Mareh.

Fall wheat growing becoming 
more popular with the farmers here 
year by year. It is eminently suited 
to conditions here. By growing fall 
Wheat, the farmer is enabled to fol- 
low a system of summer tillage that 
conserves the moisture of two seasons 
rainfall for one crop, and at the same 
time keep his land free from weeds. 
which, if allowed to grow, exhaust 
the moisture of the soil by excessive 
transpiration. It is well adapted for 
those portions of the province which 
cannot be conveniently — irrigated, 
With certain portions of the province 
fall or winter wheat will always be a 
competitor with spring 
which cannot be grown per- 
in the south beyond certain 
limits whieh, roughly speaking, are 
as iar west as Magrath and Macleod 
and north os far as Nanton. 

Moreover, the growing of fall wheat 
will conduce to a land of beautiful 
homes, In the spring the farmer has 
more time to set out a few trees and 
flowers, get in his spring in 
good time, and what is of special im 
portanee and yalue, he can begin the 
early tillage of his summer fallow, 
killing the erop of noxious weeds and 
keeping the precious moisture in the

Inspector Worsley Swears Out Informations 


COMBINE 
ON STARTE 


Against Twelve Members of the Executive of 
Alberta Lumber Dealers Association--.One 
Hundred and Forty Four Charges in all---1,5 


00 Summonses Will 


be Issued. 


Informations were aworn out today 
by Inspector Worsley, charging the 
members of the executive committee 
of the Alberta Lumber Dealers’ Assoc. 
ination with the offences provided for 
by the criminal code in reapect to 
conspiracies in relation to trade and 
trade combinations, 

These sections are as follows: 

“Kvery one is guilty of an indict 
able offence and liable to a penalty 
not exceeding four thousand dollars 
and not Jess than twe hundred dollars 
or two years imprisonment or if a 
corporation, is liable to a penalty not 
exeseding ten thousand dollars, and 
not less than one thousand dollars, 
who conspires, combines, agrees or ar- 
ranges with any other person, or 
with any railway, steamship, steam- 
bot or transportation company; 

(#) To unduly limit the ‘Yacilities 
for transporting, producing, manu. 
facturing; supplying or dealing in any 
article or commodity which may be a 
subject of trade or commerce: or, 

(>) To restrain or injure trade or 
commerce in relation to any such 
article or commodity; or, 

(ce) To unduly prevent, limit or les- 
sen the manufacture, or production 
of any such article or commodity, or 
to unreasonably enhance the price 
thereof; or, 

(4) Unduly prevent or lessen com- 
petition in the prodadction, manufae- 
ture, purchase, barter, sale, transpor. 
tation or supply of any article or com 
modity, or in the price of insurance 
upon person or property.”

investigate agricultural and immigra- 
tion conditions in western Canada, and

“The French government has dele- 
gated to come to Canada for several 
ons,” said the Baron, “There are a 
rreat number of French people coming 
to this country, especially from Brittany 
and we want to find out how they are 
progressing here, It is also desirable to 
ascertain what class ef people will pros- 
per most in Canada. People from the 
other cities have come out here and the 
reports they have sent back have been 
discouraging. On the other hand the 
letters Trom nearly all the country peo- 
ple have been most optimistic and are 
encouraging their friends t> think of 
emigrating. 

Visit French Set/lements. 

“While out here I will visit all French 
settlements in the west and see how my 
countrymen have prospered under their 
new conditions. I will inquire how 
much money they had when they came 
out here and how much they have now, 
This will all be made in a report which 
I will give to the minister of agricul- 
ture, x 

“Another thing that I intend to look 
into is your system of agriculture, which 
L have heard is one of the best in the 
world. The time of your harvest is ap- 
proaehing and 1 will visit several of the 
large farms and see the crop harvested,” 

“What use will be made of your re 
port by the French government?” 

“They will gather a fund of informa: 
tion which will be available for the us? 
of any French citizen contemplating em- 
igration to this country, Then, regard- 
ing my report on your agricultural sys: 
tem, it will be carefully looked into by 
the authorities and any improvements 
which you have and we have not will 
in all probability be given a trial, and, 
if successful to France ultimately adopt- 
ed,”’ 

Baron d’Ursal’s mission to this coun- 
try is of peculiar significance as he has 
sent as an official investigator.

Hon. Clifford Sifton Has a Fne New 
Vesee! for St, Lawrence, 


Brookville, Aug. 19.—Hon. (Clifford 
Sifton has received a fine steam yacht 
whieh will be numbered among the 
best on the river. The steam yacht 
was built by the Polson Shipbuilding 
0 ompany of Toronto, and is about 160 
feet long and 16 feet beam. There is 
a luxurious cabin in the hull of the 
finished in walnut.

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5. IMMIGRANTS 
TAKING UP FARMS 


Opinions of Canadian Agents in 
United States—Gain for 
the West, 


Toronto, Aug. 19—Mr, W. J. White, 
inspector of Canadian goveriument 
agencies in the United States, who 
has been detailed by the Department 
of the Interior to accompany the Brit- 
ish provincial journalists while in the 
city, ‘wes interviewed with reference 


to immigration from the United States 
Mr. White returned recently from ac- 


companying the Minister of the In- 
terior on an extended tour of inspec- 
tion through the States, 

Interviewed by a representative of 
The Globe Mr, White said that the 
importance of the flow of people from 
the United States to the Canadian 
west could scarcely be overestimated 
as a factor in the development of that 
part of the country. The immigration 
from the United States differed radi- 
cally from the European, and was in- 
deed practically identical wifi the 
movement which is continually going 
on from the eastern. Canadian Pro- 
vinces to the west. In dealing with 


immigration from the British Isles or 
continental Europe, the constant ef- 
fort must necessarily be to. secure 
people who will go on the land rather 
than ¢rowd into the cities, but there 
is no such effort requred in connec- 
tion with the movement from the Un- 
ited States, Only people who want 
land to own and work for themselves 
have removed or are likely to remove 
from the States to Western Canada. 
How the Movement Commenced 
The movement began with people 
who. for one reason or another were 
compelled to change their locations, 
principally,in the far western States. 
and who came to Canada on — the 
chance of doing better, just as they 
might have gone to Texas or else- 
where, But as time passed, and the 
favorable nature of the conditions in 
the Canadian west became establish- 
ed, the character of the movement 
from the States changed, until at 
present, and for the past few years 
it has been chiefly the movement © 
people who, having done well at farm- 
ing there, desired to enlarge theit 
operations or to secure more oppor 
tunities for the separate establish. 
ment of the several members of thei! 
families than was possible in the 
Jocalities in wich they lived, "Thx 
difference between the two condition 
is most marked. Seven or eight years 
ayo people came from western Da 
kota, Nebraska, and Kansas, leaving 
land which they had practically 
abandoned because of the dry sa 
sons, or had.so!d at very small prices 
These people came without financia’ 
means of any amount, and had been 
disheartened by their previous experi 
While they were an additior 


ences, 
to the population of working force 
their progress was necessarily slow 


and the effect of their presence wa 
not immediately and strongly felt. 
Has Advanced Price of Land, 

During recent years the people have 

come from the eastern part of North 


and South Dakota, Nebraska = and 
Kansas; from Minnesota, Lowa, Tili 
nois and other states. Many hav 


sold their farms at from $7h to $125 
an acre, They have come with ample 
means and the fullest confidence m 
the future, based upon the establish 
ed reputation of the Canadian west 
and upon their Own success in the 
past. Naturally the influx of a con 
siderable population of this character 
has produced marked and rapid, not 
to say phenomenol, results in increas 
ed production and consumption, and 
in advancing the price of land. It is 
this immigration which is the admit 
ted cause of the present buoyant con 
ditions in the Canadian west, 

The object of the Minister’s visit 
was to look over the ground as‘ fully 
ag possible in the limited time at his 
disposal, with a view to arriving ut 
some idea as to the probable con. 
tinuation of the existing favorable 
conditions, and of the possible hind 
rances ta their comiinuation. The 
Canadian Immigration Department 
has established offices and salaried 
agents at Boston, Biddeford, Syra- 
cuse, Pittsburg, Toledo, Detroit, Sag: 
inaw, Indianapolis, Chicago, Milwau. 
kee, Marquette, St. Paul, Grand 
Forks, Watertown, Omaha, Kansae 
City, Great Falls, Spokane ond some 
other points, It was impossible te 
visit all of these, but by calling at a 
number of the more important a fair 
idea was secured of the character of 
the work. and the conditions — sur- 
rounding it, 

Movement From Eastern States. 

The first point visited was Boston, 
where an office is maintained, with 
Mr. Thomas Hetherington, formerly 
of St. John, N.B,, as agent. This ol- 
fice has been in existence for les» 
than three years, It is reeognized 
that there is a very large outflow ol’ 
people from the Maritime Provinces 
to the eastern States, of which Boston 
is the business centre, while com- 
paratively few Maritime Province 
people remove direct to the North. 
west. The special purpose of the 
Boston office is to bring to the at- 
tention of the ex-Maritime Province 
residents of the eastern States the ad- 
vantages of the west, and to secure a, 
many as possible of them as settlers, 
During the past two years Mr, 
Hetherington has sent about two 
thousand settlers to the west, of 
whom a large proportion were of 
Maratime Provinee birth. In com- 
mon with the other officers visited it 
was found that owing’ to the trans- 
portation difficulties which existed 
during March and April last there 
excellent crop repoptp that are being 
was not that increase® which otherwis 
was to have been expected. It is 
hoped, however, that with the im- 
provement in transportation facilities 
which is now going on, and with the 
received, there will an improye- 
ment in the future, ;

New York was the next point visit 
ed. The Government has no agency 
at New York, but under arrangement 
with the Immigration Department o' 
the United States, known as the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, a 
Canadian physician, Dr. Elliott, em.

such as he decides shoukl be refused 
admission to Canada are turned beck 
by the United States authorities to 
ihe steamship companies. Ellis Is 
land, where all immigrants coming 
to the port of New York are ex: 
amined, was visited in company with 
Dr, Biliott. The arrangements for 
examining immigrants and excluding 
undesirables are very elaborate and 
thorough, the policy of the Govern. 
ment of the United States being ex 
clusion rather than encouragement t 
immigration. Notwithstanding — this 
policy, it imay be mentioned, how- 
ever, that during the year ending 
June 30th last a larger number «f 
immigrants landed in the United 
States than during any previous year 


A Comparison of Conditions.

Canadian Immigration Department, 
it may be mentioned, offers similar 
facilities at Quebee to the United 
States authorities for the exclusion 
of undesirablo immigrants arriving «t 
that point destined for the United 
States ag are given by the United 
States authorities to the Canadian 
Immigration Department at New 
York, and had no changes’ to sug 
gest in the method of dealing with 
undesirable immigrants passing 
through Canada. Speaking on the 
immigration question and the atti 
tudes of the United States and Can 
ada, respectively, he compared th 
condition of Canada today with thai 
of the United States fifty years ago 
Then in the United States the great 
need of population, and all legisia- 
tign bearing on the subject of immi- 
grants tended towards its encourage 
ment. Now, bowever, with eighty 
millions of peopie in the United 
States and with the necessarily large 
natural increase and with the chan- 
ged conditions im regard to public 
iands, the nataral tendency was t 
look more to quality tham to gren 
tity. He thought that it would be e 
mistake on the part of Canada 
the present time, and under pres 
ent conditions, to follow absolutely 
the policy and administration of si 
United States, Notwithstanding the 
ajormous population of the United 
States and the great influx of peopl 
annually, and notwithstanding — the 
very large negro population of — tie 
southern states, there is a strong de 
mand in six or seven of the southern 
States for European immigration, f« 
meet this demand the Department of 
Commerce and Labor is establishing 
facilities at Charlestoi, Gulyeston 
and one or two other southern ports 
for the receiving and distribution «ot 
European immigrants in the south 
arn States on much the same lines 
1s. have been followed during the past 
ten years in Canada.

his sons. Recently, however, the 
price of railway land has been in- 
creased so much that the attraction 
which it formerly offered to the farm- 
ing investor has been materially in 
creased, ‘Taking advantage of this 
situation, a boom has been started in 
lands in Western Texas, The rail- 
roads communicating with that region 
and large land companies have spread 
agencies all over the well-to-do 1arm- 
ing section of the United States, and 
by energetic advertising and by speci- 
ally low railroad rates are creating a 
strong interest amongst the investing 
farmer class of the population, This 
movement, coupled with the trans- 
portation difficulties of last spring. 
has had an appreciable effect upon 
the movement to Canada, It is as 
yet a question, however, whether the 
ehéck will be permanent or only tem- 
porary. 

Kansas City was the next point 
visited. The Canadian immigration 
agent is Mr, J. 8, Crawford, formerty 
ot Birtle, Manitoba, who has been in 
charge of the Kansas City office for 
ten years. Kansas City is situated 
in the State of Missouri, but adjoin- 
ing the Kansas line, and is surround- 
ed by » gool agricultural country In 
which land is held at prices equal to 
those quoted in Indiana. Hitherto 
Mr, Crawford has been successful 1n 
turning a very large movement of 
people from Kansas and Oklahoma 
to the Canadian west. He finds, how- 
ever, that the same influences at work

in Indianapolis in favor 
lands are strongly at work in tue 
country tributary to Kansas City, 


tndeed it is in Kansas City that this 
movement is strongest, that city be- 
ing the gateway to the southwest, 


and its interest being in tie develop-| 


ment of the southwestern country, 
The next point was Omaha, Mr. 
W. V. Bennett is immigration agent, 
and has been in charge for ten years, 
Omaha is in te Btate of Nebraska,

Detroit wag the next point, M. V. 
McInnes is the agent and has been 
in charge for about eleven years, Not 
withstanding adverse conditions, Mr. 
MelInnes reporis a slight increase in 
the movement from Michigan to the 
west; but, in common with other 
agents, finds that the increased 
prices of Canadian western lands ar, 
acting as a serious deterrent to the 
coming of the. investing American 
farmer, 

Mr. H. M. Williams, agent at To. 
ledo for the State of Ohio, met the 
Minister at Detroit to give an account 
of the work in that State, Ohio is 
‘leo a wealthy State with surplus 
population, but only in very recent 
years has it been possible to attract 
the attention of the surplus farnving 
population to the Canadian west. It 
seems to be the fact that the oftener 
the settler has moved, or the farther 
west he has gone, the more easy it I 
to get him to move again or go far 
ther west, For this reason the greate! 
part of the settlers from the United 
States “ho have come to Canada havi 
eome from the newer States of Minne 
sota, Dakoto, Lowa, Nebraska anc 
Kansas, rather than from the olde! 
and wealthier States of Ilinois, In 
diana or Oho, 

Throughout the trip the party met 
with only the freest expressions 0. 
goodwill on the part of the people », 
the United) States towards Canada 
ond its development. /The work «1 
settling the Northwest seemed to be 
looked on as @ business proposition 
and was to be judged according 1 
its success, ‘While it is recognized 
that there must necessarily be a busi 
ness rivalry between the two coun 
tries, there seemed to bea no desire 
that it should be otner than of | 
friendly character, with due credit 
given to Canada for every point sh 
might make in the progress of hei 
advancement, Although the efforts 
of the Canadian Immigration Depart 
ment could not be looked upon witt 
ibsolute favor by representatives «!

RUSSIA’S YOKE

Official Brutality Leads to Many 
Crimes of Violence in Czar’s 
if Domain. 


London, Aug, 19.—St. Petersburg 
telegrams tell of terrible penalties in 
flicted by the revived sununary court 
martial and the reckless retaliatiot 
of certain desperadoes 

All the accused brought before this 
strict Qabunal in the capital wer 
condemned to death by hanging. Tw 
other prisoners were similarly sent 
enced by ordinary court-martial 
while at Riga seven youths wer 
eondemned to be hanged. 

A consequence, undoubtedly, of tni 
reckless repression, was the attach 
by twelve armed men on a loan bank 


in the Bolshay Prospect, St, Peters- 
burg, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon 


The ordinary business of the ban) 
was in progess when the dozen des 
peradoes rushed in shouting ‘Hands 
up.” All the money at hand was 
grabbed, and while the robbers were 
still seorching the safes an alarm 
was raised, and numbers of armed 
police and gendarmes hurried up te 
the spot. The band then began t 
retreat. shooting and killing one and 
wounding several policemen. During 
their flight part of the money droppec 
in the street, One of the robbers wa: 
killed and two wounded, The rcs. 
escaped in cabs, which were in wait! 
ing. 

Such an occurrence in the centre 
of the capital is declared to be feebly 
characteristic of the state of the rest 
of the country. Tuesday’s paper: 
alone reported the discovery at Kis 
hinef of eighty-six packets of explos- 
ives; at Bachmut of four bombs, « 
bomb explosion at Vilna; and attack 
at Pensa by an ormed band on a4 
compsny of soldiers, two of whom 
were wounded, while their prisoners 
escaped; the killing of policemen at 
Kutals and Odessa; the holding-up 
of a train near Hughovka, four men 
being shot; the wounding of Jews at 
Kamyshin, an armed attack upon a 
bank treasurer; at Kieff an armed 
attack on the postoffice; several raid: 
on state grog shops; a robbery of the 
mail, 100,000 roubles being 
missing; and a great number of othe: 
crimes, 

While this state of anarchy con- 
tinues the authorities are deepening 
the génera! discontent by silencing 
the press, imprisoning scores of in 
offensive journalists, and by innum 
erable arbitrary arrests, which de- 
stroy all hopes of peaceful progress 
And, says the correspondent sending 
the above message, the odd thing is 
that, walking among the people, | 
found hardly any indignation over 
the affair. Bloodshid has ceased to 
impiess the popular imagination,

TO. RUN BANKS 
OF THEIR OWN 


American Society of Equity 
Plans Campaign in lowa to 
Finance Crops. 


a 


Des Moines, Ia,, Aug. 19.—Bankers 
throughout the west are united in 


their commendation of the plan which 
has been suggested by President J, A. 
Everitt of the American Society ot 


Equity, for the establishment of 
farmers’ banka which would solve the 
great problem of financing the corn 


crop. They agree that the movement 
would make the grain-growers inde- 
pendent, 


All that ia needed, so leading bank- 
ers say, is a united effort on the part 
of the farmers. If they get together 
and act aa one, they would be able 
to control crop marketing and put 
agticulaure in a porition of independ- 
onee. 

“As a banker 1 am in favor of giv- 
ing the tarmer all possible financial 
accommodation,” said a man who 
controls a national bank in Central 
Iowa. ‘Take farmers’ deposits out of 
ine banks of the corn beit and a big 
hole would be made in their liabili- 
ties, and, by the same token, they 
would have very little to operate on. 

“President Kveritt of the American 
Society of Equity takes a position that 
Jeserves commendation from every 
banker in the country. As I take it, 
the society he represents does not as- 


sume antagonism toward existing fi- 


nagcial institutions, but merely wants 
the same accommodation given the 
merchant and speculator that would 
seem to be reasonable, 

Money Accommodation. 

“An elevator. operator has no trou- 
ye in using the grain in his posses- 
sion as a means of raising money, and 
why should the farmer he handicap- 
ved in that manner? A drove of cat- 
tle or hogs or a crib full of corn ought 
to be a better security for the banker 
tan a bundle of stocks, the value of 
which is liable to shrink anywhere 
from ten to fifty per cent, in response 
to a bear raid in Wall street. 

“T do not, know, but as a “banker I 
would be justified in making advances 
on growing crops, the re sponsibility of 
the growing being, of course, a factor, 
The question of credit comes in here 
as everywhere else, but the point 1 
am trying to make is that we ought to 
stretch a point as long with the farm- 
+ as the merchant in town or the 
speculator, We Jend our surplus funds 
in the east at small interest rates 
when it ought to be employed to bet- 
ter advantage at home.” ‘ 
vidently a Campaign of education 
is needed among country bankers, most 
of whom are well intentioned if nar- 
‘ow in their views. According to an 
yoservant Iowa farmer, there are two 
‘asses of rural, bankers—the old fogy 
and the chanee-taker. The latter is 
risky, the former a veritable brake on 
he wheel of progress, 

“The old fogy banker, is in a hope- 
less rut,” he said. “He will lend 
money on a mortgage, but whenever 
ye does any business locally it is on 
a cinch basis. What money he cannot 
put out in the neighborhood at exces- 
ive interest he sends east at a low 
rate. Broach a local enterprise to 
him end he is horrified. 

“Not long ago I introduced the sub- 
ject of putting a half-dollar minimum 
figure on the corn crop of lowa and 
refusing to’ sell a bushel at less than 
that figure, suggesting that local 
banks advance up to 30 cents on corn 
in the crib to permit growers in need 
of money to pay their obligations in 
vash, He threw up his hands in agi- 
ated protest. 

“"*They wouldn’t stick ‘together 30 
lays,’ he asserted. ‘You can’t put a 
price on any commodity that way.’ 

‘It was simply a Case of prejudice 
with him, and yet ten per cent. of the 
leposits in this bank were farmers’ 
money, 

‘We have another class of bankers 
n lowa, or had, for it is to be hoped 
nost of them have been weeded out. 
{ refer to the high financier who or 


ganizes a bank, usually utilizing a few |; 


iarmers as bait, accumulates deposits 
of considerable volume and proceeds 
m a get-rich-quick career by betting 
the money on long chances, either in 
Wall street, or on the Chicago Board 
of Trade, 

“Sometimes he appears as a land or 
mine boomer, but in most cases re- 
sults are similar, When he reaches. 
his ‘string’ the bank is closed and he 
sither skips or is enmeshed by the 
law, a process affording little consola- 
tion to his duties. 

“A nice chance a farmer desirous of 
carrying a crop of corn would have 
negotiating a small loan with a 
banker of that calibre, He wouldn't 
even get a pleasant smile.” 

Land Only Safe Security. 

At Wall Lake, Iowa, the other day, 
a Chicago man, charmed by the land- 
scape and fertility of the soil, asked 
what he would purehase a farm for, 
and was astounded when handed a 
list showing quotations of $10U an 
acre and upward. 

“What makes the land around here 
sell so infernally high?’’ he asked, ad- 
ding facetiously, “perhaps the owners 
need the money.” 

“No, that’s the last thing troubling 
them,” was the response. “Real es- 
tate is the only reliable depositary we 
have. I don’t think you could buy 
one of these farms if you made a bid 
Secause somebody in the neighbor 
hood has a previous option in case the 
owner should sell,” 

“But,” protested the Chicagoan, “at 
such prices the money would not earn 
three per cent.” 

“You are right. but the average lo- 
wa banker will not pay that much on 
deposits, and when farmers remember 
the long list of Towa’ bankers who 
1ave gone to the wall by the specula- 
tive route in recent years, usually 
with severe loas to their depositors, 
they are reluctant to place their cap- 
ital in jeopardy. , 

“The result is they buy land re- 
gardiess of intrinsic value, A farmer 
closed a deal with me for a 40-acre 
tract recently, and on paying for it 
produced drafts on Chicago banks 
three and four vears old. He had been 
shipping live stock to Chicago and re- 
ceiving dratts in return, Owing to 
several bank failures in lowa he de- 
cided to keep his Chicago drafts as a 
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measure of safety, Now his money is 
earning three and four per cetit, in 
land—and he knows where it is.” 

The Chicago man, ignorant of the 
American Society and Equity idea, 
asked why farmers did not get to- 
gether and organize a bank of their 
own. 


“Lack of confidence in their own 
ability and also in any man they 
would be compelled to hire to man- 
age it,” was the response, “Tf the 
agricultural interest could develop a 
system of banking with competent 
management it would be a boon. We 
have too much money locked up in 
lowa—money that is out of circula 
tion, Millions are concealed either in 
eurrency of the farmers or in drafte 


on Chicago banks which are getting 
in- 


the use of the money without 
terest.”’ 


Prospect of the formation of a chain 
of farmers’ banks would doubtless re- 
sult in a sudden change of front on 
the part of “conservative” bankers, 
who regard the farmer merely as a de- 
positor. None of them want oppo- 
sition ,especially in the matter of de- 
posits, and strong farmers’ organiza- 
tion would be able to talk business 
at the bank. 

Tt hav been suggested that such an 
organization as the American Society 
of Equity could facilitate the task of 
financing a crop control by developing 
a system of credit not available to the 
average banker without considerable 
expenditure. 

The Everitt plan 
with banks disposed 
farmers’ business on a reasonable 
basis finds general favor and will 
doubtless be the final solution of the 
most serious problem in connection 
with the movement for control of mar- 
keting of the principal crops of the 
United States. 

Throughout Iowa there is a growing 
disposition to insist on half a dollar 
for corn and a “$0.cent corn’? cam- 
paign would be an even easier task 
than making a dollar market for 
wheat, as the latter cereal is grown 
all over the world, while the metes 
and bounds of tire corn belt are well 
defined.

In the proportionate net loss en- 
tailed it will be seen that “Specwla- 
tion,’ “Failures. of , Others” and 
Fraud”, gre, the three .great agen- 
¢ies of loss in, this tabulation apply 
ing to failures in. the United States. 
To make clear the. meaning of ‘‘Fail- 
ures of Others,”” it must be explainc\l 
that, according to Bradstreet’s, those 
faitures involving professional men, 
farmers, stock brokers, real estate 
dealers, bucket shops and old bank.

'that a “Lack of Capital,’ merely, 
ltiorced nearly one-third of all the fail- 
ures of the year, Recognizing the dis. 
|position of so many men in busi- 
ness to resort to crooked schemes nat- 
ural'y must make hardships for the 
econeern which, however, honestly 
| struggling, finds itself pusheil for cap. 
}ital in tiding its business over a finan. 
cial crisis. 

Average Failure for $6,510. 

It is plain that simple. ‘‘Inexperi- 
ence’ and even a sharp ‘“‘Competi- 
tion,”’ as threatening factors in busi- 
ness, are reduced to the minimum, 
both as to numbers amd aggreate pos- 
sibility of loss. Only a litt'e more 
than five per cent, of the year’s fajl- 
ures are chargeable to both these 
causes.

Bright Journalist of Toronto 
Getting Copy in Edmonton. 
Enthuseéd With West. 


Among the visitors to the city to- 
day is Joseph T. Clark, editor of To- 
ronto Saturday Night, and one of the 
most interesting, os he is, one of 
the best known of Canadian news- 
papermen, He will remain here for 
several days, 

Previous to his ,assuciation in the 
capacity Of editor-in-chief, of, Satur- 
day Night he was chief editorial writ. 
er in the Toronto Star, and is known 
throughout Canada as “Meck” of the 
Saturday Night. The newspaper man 
in Canada who does net know hun 
is a vety lonely person, and the news 
paperman who does not know hin 
by reputation is a Very ignorant per- 
son, and the same may be said of 
persons other than’ newspaper people. 

Mr. Clark is president of the Can- 
adian Newspaper Association, and also 
president of the Caimadian Club of To- 
rento, of which he was ‘one of the 
first founders. It may be added that 
he was associated ‘for a number of 
years in neyspaper work with KE. FE 
Sheppard, perhaps the mogt original 
newspaper man that Canada eve! pro- 
duced, 

Possessing the wisdom of age to a 
remarkable degree. Mr. Clark has pre- 
atived the appearance as well as the 
energy and treshness of youth, 

He combines with a bright humor 
pungent criticism and the sagest re- 
marks, and has been a factor in 
molding public opinion in Canada. 

Mr. Clark is just passing through 
the country looking it over, He de- 
nies that he has money to invest in 
the country. and having been a news- 
paper man for 33 years, tu.e public 
will accept his denial.
